FEW YEARS AGO
the citizens cof Wash-
ington were given an
opportunity from
time to time of wit-
nessing dramatic pro-
ductions of a high
order by home talent.
Plays were presant-
ed by amateur actors
in a manner that

‘ by profesional play- |

ers, and the enter-
talnments were sure of drawing large and
appreciative audlences. It was Jduring the
Years from 1850 to 1884 that the DBarrett
Club, better known in memory as the Law- |
rence Barrett Dramatic Club, was In ex- |
istence, an organization of amateur nctors |
that was looked upon with pride by the |
theater goers of that time. A famous ren- |
dition of “Julius Caesar” in 1582 wiil never |
be forgotten by the lovers of the dramatic 1
art. “The Merchant of Venice"” and other |
Bhakespearean plays were produced the |
next winter before many large and cnthu-:
slastic audiences. Probably no other ama-
teur dramatic organization In this country
has ever graduated as many of its mem- |
bers on to the professional stage as il the
Barrett Club during its brief existence.
Mr. Charles Hanford, the well-known
Bhakespearean actor, was the first acting
manager of the club, with Mr. Clarence E.
Rheem as his business manager. Later on
in the history of the club Mr. Wilton Lack-
aye became manager and Mr. Thad. Saller
stage manager. JMr. Lackaye has delizhted
Washington audiences many times since
adopting the stage as a profeasion. Among
others who were members of this club or
other Washington clubs and who have
become well known on the stage are Mr.
Tim Murphy, Mr. James A. Mahoney, Mr.
Edwin Travers, proprietors of “The Pri-
wvate Secretary;” Miss Julia Wheeler, now
Mrs. Morrissy; Miss Rose Whealer, now
Mrs. Harper; Miss Annie Lewis, Miss Anita
Hendrie, the well-known elocutionist of this
eity; Miss Minnie Fry, Miss Annie Story
and Mr. Robert Downing.

A Revival of Interest.

Last winter . .ere were signs of a revival
of interest in amateur dramatics among the
friends of the cld Barrett Ciub, which re-

THE NATIONAL GUARD

Preparing to Make 1894 a Memor-
able Year.

RENEWED ACTIVITY  EVERYWHERE

The First Regiment Getting Ready
for Real Work.

MATTERS OF INTEREST

Business around the armories has bright-
ened up considerably during the past week,
and there is prospect of increased Industry
a8 winter draws nearer to a close. To be
sure the winter Washington has known has
not so far been very formidable, but as
none of the District soldlers—not even those
connected with the weather bureau--had an
‘idea that there would be so much of mild-
ness no plans for outdoor drills were made.
Whatever there was of enthusiasm has
therefore been divided between work in
the drill halls and the rifle galleries. The
day of perfunctory maneuverings and ina-
bility to shoot is passing away rapidly, and
unless all the signs are misleading in the
extreme the year which has just opencd up
will witness greater improvement in the
District National Guard than even the most
sanguine of prophets cares to foreshadow.
Of course there are many difficultics to
be overcome, but there seems to be plenty
of “the spirit that overcometh” In the bri-
gade, and the chances are that the workers
will succeed In doing very much of that
which they have set out to do.

Col. Moore is Stirring Them Up.

In the first regiment there has been mark-
ed access of regimental activity, due, main-
Iy, to the excellent missionary work of Capt.
Peixotto, the new regimental adjutant. Col.
Moore is thoroughly in sympathy with the
reviving designs and has secured from
about all of the officers satisfactory assur-
ances of their intent to co-operate with him
in an effort to raise the regimental tone
until even the most critical will have no
reason for complaint. As a preliminary
step—and a good one—it has been decided
to hold an officers’ meeting once in each
month, and every officer in the regiment
will be expected to attend. The interchange
of views which will surely take place at
those assemblies cannot but operate hene-
ficially. The second of these meetings is
to be held next Wednesday evening.

Within the next week or two the regi-
ment will be exercised in rapid assemblyv—
extremely interesting work. The limit will
not exceed two hours, which means that If
Col. Moore telephones the battalion com-
manders at 6 o'clock he will expect the
regiment to be ready for duty not a minute
later than 8. After the assembly the regi-
ment will probably—weather permitting—do
a little street riot drill

And Col. Clay Has Both Eyes Open.

The second regiment Is wideawnke as
usual. A goodly proportion of the regimental
attention is centered just now upon get-
ting the season's rifie practice properly
started, but the other soldlerly ecssentials
are not suffering from neglect. Col. Clay
does not anticipate much of open-air drill
work before the incoming of April, but the
program from that time on Is rich In street
riot drills and other attractive and useful
exercises of the thoroughly practical sort.
Especial effort is going to be made to have
a phenomenally large percentage of officers
and enlisted men qualify as markemen or
better, and this endeavor is quite likely to
result in a complete eclipse of all past
records. A somewhat novel feature In the
scclal end of the organization is Col. Clay's
almost gratified desire to gather the vocal-
ists of his command together and swear
them in as members of the Second Hegi-
ment Glee Club. There Is a considerable
quantity of real talent in the regiment,
and if Surgeon Frank J. Woodman of the
sixth battallon takes charge of the club—
as he probably will—-the second wiill have
another reason for being proud of itself,

¥ | state of New York has recommended sev-

eral amendments to the state's military
code. Two amendments of Interest to
guardsmen generally are those allowing
mounted officers $50 annually to procure
uniforms, and 30 to all other officers, and
providing that each enlisted man, while on
actual duty, except for Inspection and praec-
tice, who has served a full term of enlist-
ment, shall be entitled to additional pay
at the rate of 25 cents per day during the
second five years of his service, and a fur-
ther addition of 25 cents per day for each
succeeding five years of service, providing
that when on duty or assembled therefor
in case of riot, or when called in aid of the
eivil authoritles, commissioned officers shall
receive the same pay as commissioned offi-
cers of the regular army of the United
States of the same grade and term of serv-
ice.

For three
days these two desperate young criminals
stood tearfully hand in hand in the dock
while their respective parents were being
charged with abetting the offense. It is
pleasant to be able to record that the jury
at length returned a verdict of not guliity,
and tke youngsters went cheerily home
again with the smallest possible concep-
tion of what all the bother was about.

AS A MONOPOLIST

Uncle Bam's Absolute Control of Imposts,
Coinage and Stamps.

Some Interesting Facts About the
Postal Business—Print-
ing Stamps.

Uncle Samuel is a monopolist of the first
order. You wouldn't think so, elther, to lis-
ten to some of the gentlemen who under-
take the biennial job of saving the country
and posing as the next friend and keeper
of the old gentleman's consclence, but
such is the fact, nevertheless. The three
great industries which he has taken over
to his own exclusive control and behoof
are: The levy and collection of imposts,
otherwise known as the tariff; the colnage
and issue of money, and the issue and sale
of postage stamps.

In each of these three great lines of busi-
ness he is absolutely without competition.
No state of the Union may establish cus-
tom houses or Impose any restrictions
whatever upon the flow of commerce across
its borders, although they may all levy
taxes upon any kind of property or busi-
ness within thelr several bounds. No state
or individual may coln or issue money, but
it as a remarkable and little known fact
that the inhibition against individual coin-
age is of comparatively recent enactment.

The Constitution of the United States
provides that no state shall coin money;
but it seems that individuals might do so,
up till about the time of the late civil war.
Of course, it has always been against the
law to counterfeit or Imitate the colnage of
the United States, and so, necessarily, a
coin issued by a private mint would have
to be so distinctive In shape or markings
as to show that it was not intended to pass
as federal money. For this reason the §50
gold coins or tokens issued by several pri-
vate mints in Californla during the flush
times of the §0's were octagonal in shape.

Private Mints,

Gold coins were also issued by the Mor-
mons of Utah at about the same time, and
the same thing had been done by parties
in Georgia and North Carolina.

Probably the latest of these private mints
was the one established in Denver in the
early o0's. It i{s sald that the coinage of
this establishment being brought to the at-
tention of Secretary Chase, that eminent
financier was much astonished to find a
respectable firm of bankers engaged In
making and uttering money, and was still
further surprised when the Attorney Gen-
eral of the United States declared they had
the right to do so.

This Incident caused the passage of a
law absolutely prohibiting individuals from
issuing or circulating anything intended in
ANy manner to serve as money.

The Postal Mounopcly.

But it Is in his little stamp business that
our thrifty relative has his greatest mo-
nopoly. Postage stamps cost him only a
few cents per thousand to print, and he
gells hundreds and hundreds of millions of
them every year at prices ranging from $10

up to $1,000 or more per thousand.
That, however, Is only one way of look-

| of physicians, from private and hospital

ing at it. The printing and sale of the
stamps is only one-half of the transaction, |
and by the time Uncle Sam redeems them |
by performing the service which they call |
for, he seldom has any profit left, and it |
frequently happens that he must draw
upon his bank account to make up a deficit.

There is conslderable profit in transport-
ing letters by the ton and the carload be-
tween large cities at two cents apiece, but
it is the carrying of the light mails over
the thousands of “star routes” all over
the country that absorbs the profits.

It costs more to carry a handful of let-
ters by mule back to Bitter Root, or Dog
Tooth, or Goose Creek, than It does to car-
ry a whole bag full from New York to Chi-
cago.

It is seldom that Uncle Sam indulges in
anything llke sentiment, but the old gen-
tleman did so In the recent matter of the

Columbian stamps, and now he finds it
didn’t pay. He contracted to have 3,000
miliions ef these made at a cost of seven-
teen cents per thousand, or a little over a
half million of cool cash dollars for the
mere item of printing alone.

There was quite a rush for the new serles
when they were first put on sale about a
year ago, but the novelty soon wore off,
and it became only too apparent that the
public preferred the old styles.

Here was a quandary. Seventy-four dollars
and thirty cents per million for printing the
old style which the public wanted, as

t §170 per million for printing the
new, which they evidently did not want.
However, the contractors generously re-
leased the government from one-third of
the contract, and he now addressed him-
self to the task of working off the remain-
der of the Z0u0 millions that were printed
and dellvered.

And just here shows up one of the beau-
ties of doing a business which is an abso-
lute monopoly.

When, at the closing up of the year lust
ended, Uncle Sam found himself with 165,-
000,000 of the undesirable and unsalable
*'Columbias™ still on hand, he sim)ly pro-
rated the entire stock among the three
thousand and odd Presidential post offices
in the country, and sent them out, with in-
structions to the postmasters to give ihe
public nothing else until this stock shall be
worked off.

To Primt His Own Stock.

Uncle Sam is thinking of printing his
stamps himself instead of letting out the
Job by contract, and there would seem to
be no good reason why he should not do
80. He can probably have it done as cheap-
ly and as well in his own bureau of en-
graving and printing as it is now done by
contract and there are many reasons why
it would be beneficial to the public service.

Under the contract system the stamps
are made by one firm in New York, the
envelopes are furnished by another firm in
Connecticut, while still a third firm sup-
plies the postal cards,

The government is under the necessity
of maintaining an agent with assistants
at each of these places, and these agents
must exercise the strictest oversight of the
whole business from the taking in of the
blank paper to the sending out of the fin-
ished supplles upon the requisitions of the
postmasters.

All these requisitions must reach the
agencies from the postmasters through the
department at Washington, and all com-
plaints from the postmasters on account
of shortage or miscount must travel
through the same channel, thus involving
much delay and red tape.

Then again, all stamps damaged in the
making must be transmitted by the agent
to the department for destruction. If but
a single stamp is Imperfect on a sheet the
whole sheet is sent to Washington and
destroyed. Four or five millions of stamps
are thus remitted to the department every
week, where they are carefully counted
and then burned. This would seem to in-
volve much trouble and expense, to say
nothing of the dangers of loss by accident
or otherwise.

An Immenne Business.

It is simply astonishing to contemplate
the immense proportions to which this
stamp business of Uncle Sam’s has grown.
During the past year he sent out to his
70,000 postmasters nearly four billlons of
stamped pieces of paper. This number is
too large for comprehension. If they had
all been stamps of the Columblan style
they would have been sufficient to make a
single ribbon more than 75,000 miles in
length, or enough to wrap around this old
globé of ours three times. That number of
postal cards would put a paper girdle about
the earth more than a dozen times.

A curious feature about the Columbian
series is found In the fact that it comprises
stamps of much higher denominations than
does the old series. The highest denomina-
tion of the old style ordinary postage
stamp is ninety cents, whereas the Colum-
bian series runs up to five dollars. There
cannot be much practical use for this
stamp, except for sale to collectors and

ssibly for the payment of postage on

eavy packages of foreign maill matter.
One Stamp Not for Sale.

There is one stamp in the old series
which is not for sale at any price to any-
body, and never passes Into the hands of
the public except by accident.

This is the newspaper and periodical
stamp. Postage upon mall matter of this
class is pald at pound rates in money at
the office of malling, and the stamps which
are used as evidence of the payment never
pass into the hands of the publisher, but
are canceled by the postmaster and are
by him forwarded as vouchers to the de-
partment.
